The New York Express alludes to a decision of |
the Supreme Court ol the United States, holding
that the United States Conrt, under the Constitu-
tion, has a right to ingoire into and interfere with |
the local tax legislation of a State.

The case is thes stated :

HParties oul of Ohio sought in the United Siates
Court to_enjoin the Directors of the Commiercial
Branch Bank of Ohio from paying a State wx, |
dmv-d illeaal.  T'he plea was no United Sines ja-
risdiction,”’

Chief Justice Tuney and Associate Waynoe, with
the four Northern Judges, sustaining jur
eontra, Catron, Campbell, and Daniel.

GRAPES AND WINES.

The subject of grapes nnd wines is one to which
80 little time nod attention hnve been deveted yand so
little interest manifested in this scction, that your
committee fear they will not be nble to make a re-
port that will compensate you for listening to it. Ify
however, we enn wny anything which will srrest
the aitention of our citizcns, and induce even a few
of them to take an ioterest in this most pleasant
and profitable euliure, we shall be amply repaid for
the trouble we have been at in preparing this re-
port.

Without entering Into a cluborate argument to
show that the culture of the grape and manufae-
ture of wine are not only conducive to temperance
instead of opposed w it, bul 1o health also, your
committee deem it only necossary Lo say, expericnee
lias proven that in those evuntries where wine is
made there is less intemperanee, erime and disease,
than in those where apples, peachies, eorn and rye,
are manutactured 1to ardont spiris, and that even
temperanee men regard it no sin to raise the grape
and make wine. Some of the most reliable tem-
perance men, both North and South, are the lar-
gust grape growers.  Mr. Sudney Weller, of North

the most extensive manufacturer of wine in the
South, and sells annually about 2 000 gallins of
wine at prices ranging, according to quality, from |
to 6 dollars per gallon, which le prodaces from 12
or 14 acres, realizing from 3 to 4 thousand -]--ll;nr»;
while Mr. Longworth, of Oliio, cultivates some 50
or 100 acres in grapes, from which he reccives an
annual profit of 40 or 50 thousand dollars.
